Auburn  has  met  Mercer  again' 
tnrthe  base-ball  field  and  has 
Ijain  gone  down  in  defeat. 

From  the  reports  we  have  of 
the  game,  Hogg  pitched  a  beauti- 
ful game  but  was  given  the  usual 
fetched  support  of  the  team.

Some  .Chief  Things. 

The  modern  freshman  has  my 
sympathy.    He  generally  comes 
to  college  fresh  in  resolution  to 
make  the  most  of    himself,  and 
equally    vague    as   to    how  that 
tiling  can  be  accomplished.  The 
riches  of  opportunity  offered  in 
the  programs  of  the  modern  Uni- 
versity add  their  confusion  to  his 
vagueness.    No  wonder,  then,  if, 
uflder  these  conditions,  some  lit- 
tle things  look  big  and  some  big- 
things    look    little;    no  "wonder, 
either,  if  this  slate  of  affairs  out- 
lasts freshman  year.    The  col- 
lege student  of  today  is  in  honest 
need  of  being  told  what  are  the 
chief  things    the  chief  things  to 
be   concerned   about,   the  chief 
things  to  work  at,  and  the  chief 
things  to  aspire  unto  in  his  col- 
lege course.    If   in  the  present 
disturbed  condition  of  education- 
al theory  he  cannot  find  any  very 
sane  person  who  feels  able  to  fig- 
ure it  all  out  for  him  in  the  form 
of  deductions  from  eternal  prin- 
ciples, he  may  be-  glad  to  hear 
what   somebody    thinks  he  has 
learned,  from  the  experience  oj 
himself  and  others,  to  count  as 
chief  thing:' —at  any  rate  as  big- 
ger things,  than  some  that  gener- 
ally succeed  in  looking  big. 

It  has  not  been  my  experience 
that  the  choice  of  subjects  of 
study  or  of  individual  course  is  in 
any  wise  so  importantas  students 
generally  think  it  is. ,  The  choice 
of  teachers  is  vastly  nfore  impor- 
tant. In  looking  back  upon  their 
college  life  I  think  mature  men 
generally  find  that  the  education 
which  has  shaped  them  has  had 
personal  form 


I  think,  further 
more,  that  I  have  observed  that 


scolarship  of  the  finest  order-  -in- 
spired, creative  scolarship,  when- 
ever it  emerges  is  generally  to 
be  accounted  for  by  the  training 
and  inspiration  obtained  from 
some  individal  teacher.  Some 
college  departments  notably  pro- 
duce scholars;others, whose  work- 
look  fairer  on  thesurface,  do  not. 
Though  it  is  by  no  means  the  sole 
purpose  of  a  college  to  produce 
scholars  in  the  technical  sense,  1 
should  advise  a  student,  even  one 
who  does  not  aim  at  creative 
scholarship,  .to  east  in  his  lot  with 
a  department  that  is  producing 
scholars.  He  will  get  something 
that  is  not  to  be  had  in  a  depart- 
ment of  the  other  sort.  In  these 
things  of  the  higher  life  it 
is  quality  that  counts,  and  he  will 
get  an  impression  of  quality  in 
work"  that  will  serve  him  well  as 
a  standard  in  after  life,  whatever 
he  does.  '  • 

One  of  the  'best  things  to  ac- 
quire In  a  college  course  is  the 
ha  bit  of  doing-tray  's  Works  regu- 
larly and  punctually  as  the  days 
bring  them  around.  Prepare 
every  lesson.  Attend  every  lec- 
ture. Go  when  it  rains.  Co 
when  you  have  ;;  headache.  Cuts 
and  all  allowance  of  cuts  are  an 
abomination.  When  you  get  into 
business,  your  employers  will 
not  allow  you  cuts.  They  will 
not  tokrate  a  man,  who,  when  he 
laces  a  duly  or  is  told  to  do  a 
thing,  estimates  lor  a  moment  the 
possibility  of  choosing  whether 
he  will  do  it  or  will  not  do  it.  Life 
has  no  such  easy-going  elective 
system,  and  colleges  oughtuot  to 
have.  Life  wants  men  who  do 
things  because  they  are  appoint- 
ed to  do  them,  because  it  is  their 
duty  to  do  them.  Avoid  taking 
work,  therefore,  under  an  easy- 
going teacher.  It  involves  too 
much  risk-.  It  relaxes  the  fiber 
of  duty.  The  alumni  lists  of  our 
universities  abound  in  names  of 
gifted  men  who  are  failures  in 
life  because  the  have  not  known 
the  meaning  of  must. 

If  sou  find  something  you  do 
not  "take  to,"  I  should  advise  you 
to  take  it.    Do  not  give  Up  beaten 
so  early  in  life.     Most  of  the  talk 
about  special  adaptedness  to  this 
study  or   that  is  for  youths  of 
sixteen  to  twenty  pure  nonsense, 
begotten  either  of  laziness  or  of 
an  intellectual  sluggishness  that 
will  ultimately  come  to  reckoning 
in  any  market.    Men,  as  I  have 
seen  them  in  college  classes,  dif- 
fer more  in  force  of  will  than  in 
any  mental  "quality-    One  of  tin; 
chief  things  to  aspire  to  in  a  col- 
lege course  is  force  of  will.  It 
cm  be  acquired  as  a  habit.    It  is 
acquiredthrough  the  concrete  ex- 
perience of  succcessful  struggles 
— mostly  against  yourself.    It  is 
good  practice  to  take  yourself  di- 
urnally  by  the  nape  of  the  neck 
and  hold  yourself  out  at  arm's 
length,  just  to  be  assured  that 
you  have  the  right  grip.    It  will 
afford,  too,  a  good  opportunity  of 


looking  yourself  over.  Self-con- 
trol is  the  best  guarantee  of  w  ili- 
power. 

Self-adaptation  to  the  histori- 
cally established  social  order 
seems  to  me,  furthermore,  one  of 
the  chief  things.  Whatever  influ- 
ence we  are  destined  to  exert  in 
life  will  be  exercised  through  the 
mechanism  of  the  standing  order. 
The  soojier  we  come  into  accord 
with  the  standard  usages  and 
reasonable  conventionalities  (  f 
thai  order,  the  less  they  will  en- 
cumber us,  and  the  more  like'h 
we' shall  be  to  'appear  natural." 
A  college  is  intended  to  beget  in- 
dependence of  judgement  and 
breadth  of  view,  but  is  not  a  train- 
ing-school of  long-haired  men  or 
short-haired  women.  Yet  it  is  an 
unquesti  mable  fact  that  many  ed- 
ucated people  fail  of  highest  and 
fullest  efficiency  in  life  through 
neglect  of  good  manners  and  defi- 
cient regard  for  personal  appear- 
ance and  social  usage.  I  <vouk] 
not .  mention  these  among  th'c 
chief  things  if  I  thought  they 
were  matters  of  the  exterior'orT  1 
ly.  They  are.  not.  Rude  man- 
ners, unkempt  attire,  personal? 
uncleanriness,  are  not  only  direct 
aiders  and  abettors- of.- lawless- 
ness and  barbarism,  but  often 
serve  directly  as  marks  of  un- 
kempt thinking  and  an  unregu- 
lated sense  of  socia.1  responsibili- 
ty1. Orderliness  of  demeanor 
and  habit  has  affinity  to  that  or- 
derliness of  life  which  conditions 
gofxl  morals  and  good  citizenship. 

A  good  college  ought  to  be  the  - 
best  syhool.  of  public  spirit. 
Through  loyalty  to  one's  college 
one  can  learn  loyalty  to  public 
causes;  there  is  no  form  of  pub- 
lic institution  which  better  mer- 


its qr  more  surely  ennoble-,  kw 
altv.    Loyalty  involves  sacrifice 


of  personal  instinct  to  the  good 
of  the  whole.  Hold  the  interests 
and  good  name  of  your  alma  ma- 
ter sacred.  Love  her  with .a  1 
your  heart.  It  will  make  your 
heart  bigger  and  your  life  purer. 

There  is  no  better  thing  to  be 
gained  from  an    education  than 
faith  in  high  ideals.    An  educa- 
tion indeed  which  does  not  in- 
spire such  faith  i.-.  no  education 
at  all.    Follow  the  teachers- that 
inspire  and  uplift.    Shun* cynic- 
ism and  all  cynics.    Revere  no-  . 
ble  tilings.      Honor    noble  men 
and    women.     Shut   your  ears 
against  the  words  ot  the  detract- 
or and  slanderer.    Have  faith  in 
the  right.     Be  assured    it  wili 
prevail,  for  upon  it  are  founded 
the  pillars  of  the  world.  ■  Seek 
unto  the  highest  things.
